2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-5, 9-15 and 20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lortz et al. (US 5,722,709). Lortz et al. teach the 
claimed system for releasable engagement of two bodies, including a first body comprising an engagement surface comprising a 
pseudo-elastic material capable of conversion between an austenite state and a martensite state by application of stress to the first body 
at the engagement surface; a second body comprising an indenter surface being formed by teeth that extend from the second body for 
engagement with the first body; and an engagement mechanism that provides reversible contact of the indenter surface with the 
engagement surface and provides for the application of sufficient stress to the engagement surface; wherein the engagement surface 
surrounds the indenter body. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 9-14, 1 6 and 20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hoffman et al. (US 5, 134,81 2). Hoffman et 
al. teach the claimed system for releasable engagement of two bodies, including a first body comprising an engagement surface 
comprising a pseudo-elastic material capable of conversion between an austenite state and a martensite state by application of stress to 
the first body at the engagement surface; a second body comprising an indenter surface being formed by teeth that extend from the 
second body for engagement with the first body; and an engagement mechanism that provides reversible contact of the indenter surface 
with the engagement surface and provides for the application of sufficient stress to the engagement surface; wherein the indenter body 
surrounds the engagement surface. 

Claims 7, 8, 17 and 18 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a system 
for releasable engagement of two bodies wherein the indenter body is a gear and the engagement mechanism is a linear motor. 

Claims 1-18 and 20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the system claimed can 
be made or used in the gear and shafting industry.
